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"The statement read to the aoelety mashers by Rev. Vincent 
C. Thilraan, pastor of the church, says that ’the Holy Have 
soolety, of St. Augustine* s church, Is the first to uphold 
n r . HUGHES* right to speak on the subject he selected* 
but the society * feels that In justloe to the people of South 
Pend, especially to the several hundred who heard hi* speck, 
his sponsor should haws bean more explicit In stating Mr* 
HUGHES' communist or red fascist background as well as his 
literary attainments* 

"The statement also says that * the society has only the 
highest regard and adniration fbrMr. HUSHES as a leading 
poet* but ’when Hr* HUGHES attanpts to pass himself off ** an 
expert of the Soviet Union we feel that he is imposing on the 
credulity of his listeners.* Continuing the statement says*. 

•It is natural for Mr. HUGHES. to be an adnlrer of the 
Soviet Union because he has consistently supported nary com- 
munist controlled organisations in this country. He was, for 
instance, a member of the national eounell of the American 
Peace Mobilisation, a coamuniat oontrolled and directed group 
that did everything possible to sabotage America's defenses 
until the nazls Invaded Soviet Russia. 


•As late as last September he was still a sponsor of the 
notorious Amerioan Youth for Democracy, the successor to the 
Young Communist League. There are too many other oommunist 
or red fascist groups to which Mr. HUGHES has wittingly and 
unwittingly lent his support. The house committee on un- 
American Activities in its appendix Ho. 9 lists him as belong- 
ing to no less than 72 suoh un-American groups. 

•In praising various aspects of life in Soviet Russia Mr. a 
HUGHES neglected to mention the group of American Hegroes who 
went to Moseow in the 1920* s with a great deal of *****£ •*- 
peoting to find Utopia. Their dlsillusiormient was so fitter 
that they returned to America within a year or w. Jome Ameri- 
can Hegroes, in fact, have never returned 
nor has anything been heard from tnsm sinoe. They Just die 
appeared."
